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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), filed April 12, 2001 , under 37 



A review of the Office's records indicates Petitioner's timely submission of the 
declaration and fee on June 21 , 1999 should have been construed as a request for 
extension of time. Petitioner designated a deposit account from which the fee for 
extension of time could be withdrawn.
